Graduation Roster 
Registers Decrease 


Although there are 182 students 
named on the tentative graduaton ., 
list this year it is less than last year’s 
list which contained 200 names. 

Boys lead in number with 96 on 
the list while the number of girls 
is 86. Letters and science lead the 
divisions with 100 students. Com- 
merce has 39, engineering 22, and 
education with 21. 

Of the 200 on the list last year 193 
were graduated. Since the school 
was established in 1915 there have 
been 976 students graduated.

Architects Draw Plans 
For High School Plant 


With the arrival of the $500,000 
CWA fund expected this week, Alli- 
son and Allison, Los Angeles archi- 
tects, have been instructed to draw 
up plans for rebuilding portions of 
the high school plant and for recon- 
ditioning junior high school damages 
caused by the earthquake. 

D. K. Hammond, high school prin- 
cipal and junior college president, told 
reporters yesterday that Allison and 
Allison would submit their plans be- 
fore the Board of Education at the 
latter’s next meeting Feb. 27. Hamn- 
mond also pointed out that it will be 
two or three months after the plans 
have been approved by the local board 
before actual work can be started. He 
indicated that this time would be 
necessary for drawing a complete set 
of plans and the consideration of bids.

(1) Eliminate an athlete from 
a race for jumping the gun twice.

good. 
(2) All weight events will be 


staged with the athletes working in 
pairs. For instance, should there be 
six contestants call them A, B, C, D, 
E, and F. A takes his first try and 
then B follows. 


The old style would be for C, D, E, 
and F to’follow in order, but not this 
year. When B is through, A comes 
back for his second heave and then 
B takes his second try.
